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This action is in response to applicants' amendment of 6 February 2009. The amendment 
to the specification has overcome the objection to the specification. The amendments to the 
claims have overcome the art rejections and the 35 USC 1 12 rejections over claims 2, 6 and 28. 
The 35 USC 1 12 rejection over claim 21 has been modified in view of the amendment to the 
claim. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of claim 21 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. The indicated allowability of claims 22 and 24 is withdrawn in view 
of the amendments to these claims. Rejections based on the amended claims follow. 

Claims 21, 22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 21 is indefinite since the definition of B in line 5 does not allow for mixtures and 
Zr is not a listed as one of the elements from which B is selected. Thus the oxides in lines 6 and 
7 are not covered by the definition in lines 3-5. Claim 22 is indefinite since line 3 requires 
niobium to be present, but the formula do not require niobium to be present, i.e. when x=2. Thus 
the claim contradicts itself. Claim 24 is indefinite since line 3 requires tantalum to be present, but 
the formula do not require tantalum to be present, i.e. when x=2. Thus the claim contradicts 
itself. 

While the specification teaches Nb in Sr 2 Nb 2 07 can be replaced with Ti and Zr; the 
definition of B in claim 21 does not allow for mixture of elements in the B site nor does it teach 
that B can be Zr. The rejection over claim 21 is maintained. 

Claims 21, 22 and 24 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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These claims would be allowable for the reasons given in the previous action. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
